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A RICH DAY 


IN THE TRIAL OF THE NATION'S 
ASSASSIN. 


He Believes that He Could Draw an Audience Now 
if He Went into the Lecture Field-—Opening of 
th Testimony for the Defense-A Long 
‘Disoussion of Insanity Ahead, 

WASHINGTON, November 23,-—-The inclement 
weather hada sensible effect this morning in Jes- 
sening the throng @bout the court house. Despite 
the rain, however, the usual proportion of ladies 
wus observed among the spectators at the opening 
of the court, and amoug the faces weré nota few 
that had been scen every day since the commence- 
ment of the trial. 

Guiteau arrived at abeut 9 o'clock. While wait- 
ing to be taken into the court room, Guitean dis- 
cussed freely the events of yesterday, and expressed 
some dissatisfaction at the release of Jones upon 
bail. 

When the 
addressed the and made a formal 
requeret for the papers which taken from 
Guiteau at the time of his arrest, stating that they 
were material evidence for the defense, and since 
the prosecution had not needed them, he could see 
no reason why they should be withheld from him. 

The district attorney offered to furnish copies of 
the papers, but Mr. Scoville insisted upon his rights 
in the matter, and asked for the originals. 

Pending the discussion, Guiteau insisted 
being heard, and said: “Iean throw light 
this. Atthe time of my arrest I had forty or fifty 
editorial slips, showing the political situation in 
May and June last. These slipsshbow the incitement 
to my action, and are one of the forces 
that impelled me on to shoot the president. They 
are, too, important as showing the gist of the whole 
maiter. There were 40 or 50 slips denouncing Pres- 
ident Garfield. It was in reading such4deas as 
these that I was finally impelled on to shoot the 
president with my inspiration.”’ 

Colonel Corkhill interposed again, saying: ‘‘If it 
will enable you to get through to day I will send 
for them at once.”’ 

During the momentary lull in the proceedings 
Guiteau desired to make another explanation, say- 
ing he had expression yesterday that 
‘Julius’ wus ton surgesiive of the 
negro race, and fur that reason 
he had dropped it from his name. His prejudice 
was bevotten twenty years ago. He meant no disre- 
Spect to any persou or any race, particularly pot to 
the colored race. for they were more highly thought 
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used an 


Ofavarace now-a-days. 

Mr. Scoville continued by the reading of Guiteau s 
letters. He reada letter written by Gniteau to his 
father, in which he spoke of having gotten into 
some trouble, ia which he asked for money. 

Guiteau explained the letter, saying: “One of my 
clients, afmiserable little whelp, had me arrested 
on accountof a little difference of twenty dol- 
lars betweeuus. As S000 as the district attorney's 
attention was cailed to the matter 1 was released. | 
never ought to have been = arrested, and it 
got into the papers, and did mea great del of 
harm. I had been in the theology busincss some 
time, and as usual | was vutof money. That's all 
there was in that.” 

As the reading of the 
Guitean again iuterrupted, saving: never got 
much from my father. He was dowh on me be 
cause l left the community. Weceould never agree 
afterwards on that miserable stinking commuuity 
Dusiness. I’m mad every time 1 thinkofit. It 
kept me out of fellowsiip with my father up to the 
time of his death.”’ 

Mr. Scoville, resuming, alluded to Wuiteau’s ca- 
reer asa politician,and drew the conclusion that 
his intellect was deficient. 

This view aroused the prisoner at once hd he be- 
gan a scries of interruptions, protesting aguinst Mr. 
Scoville’s conclusions as false. 

When reference was made to his running around, 
from one committee room to another, seeking to be 
employed asacampaign speaker, and his failure to 
obtain recognition was mentioned,Guiteau shouted 
augrily. “It was not because I had no ability. but 
Iwas not known. I| had ideas, but not reputation. 
They wanted big guns like General Grant and Sena- 
tor Conkling. men who would draw.’ Then in di- 
reet contradiction of his counsel's declaration to 
the jury yesterday, that Guiteau was a man who 
never mude a joke in his life, he looked with an 
amused smile, and added: “I presume I would 
draw now.’’ This provoked general laughter, 
which was prompt! suppressed by the judge, who 
struggled to disguise a smile upon his own face. 

Mr. Scoville continued upon the same line, and 
criticised Guiteau’s speech, entitled, “Garfield ys. 
Hanecock.’’ It wus, he suid, a mere jumble of ideas 
collated from newspaper, and the speeches of 
otlers. 

Giuiteau interrupted him several times, 

Colonel Corkhill arose to protest against the in- 
terruptions of the prisoner, when Guiteau waved 
his hand to him patronizingely and said; “‘Itis not 
necessary to make any remarks, colonel, just let the 
matter drop.’’ 

Mr. Scoville was willing to agree to any measure 
that the district attorney might suggest, to restrain 
the prisoner. 

Mr. scoville concluded without further interrup- 
tion or incident,

The Teatimony ferthe Defense. 

At the request of the ‘istrict attorney, the wit- 
nesses for the defense were excluded from the court 
exception of Mrs. Seoville. The 
prosccution, at the request of Mrs. Scoville, made 
anexception in hercase. The first witness for the 
defense, H. N. Barton, was then examined, 

The tiret witness called for the defense to-day was 
H. N, Burton, a Congregational preacher from Syc- 
amoie, Tl He had heard Guiteau lecture, and 
while his style and actions were. peculiar he did 
not think he was so insaue as to be irresponsible. 

Hiram H. Davis, of Erie, Pa., testified to the im- 
becility and insanity of members of Guiteau’'s fam- 
ily. 

Thompson Wilcoxson, aged eighty, of Illinois, 
said Giuiteau’s father was of unsound mind, espe- 
cially on religious subjects. 

Dr. J. A. Rice, of Murton, Wisconsin, was the 
most important witness called. He had examined 
the prisoner's mental condition at the request of 
Mrs. Seoville, in i876. He had frequentiy made 
similar examinations for the purpose of assisting in 
placing people in asylums, sometimes a dozen in 
one vear. He came to the conclusion that Guiteau 
was insane from his own observations and facts 
stated by others. In periods of excite- 
ment, he thought he detected an inco- 
herence of thought, also an abnormal) 
egotism He thought there Was a weakening judg- 
mentand an impairment of his mental *facul- 
ties, though he was unable to detect a hallucination 
ordelusion. Ilis summary was firsta strong he. 
reditary predisposition ; second, a more or less con- 
genitial moral ans aud thir labout the age offpu- 
burty came this exaltation of his emotionai nature. 
He informed the prisoner’s friends that he thought 
he was insane. He believed he said dangerously 
insane. lle teok meastires to have him secured, 
but tiuiteaa hearing of it, left the couutry. He 
thought his religion was false and arose from an ex- 
cess of emotion, He had attended Guitenu’s father, 
Luther, last year, and thought he was deranged. 
Thisallment could not have produced this derange- 
menihethoucht. This wituess also testified to the 
peculiar religious views of Luther Guiteau, and 
also gave incidents of unusual conduct by the pris- 
one;r. 

A recess was taken at this part. Upon re-assem- 
bling Dr. Rice was cross-examined by the prosecu- 
tion without material deviation from his direct tes- 
timony, Guitean breaking in at one point to deny 
runving away to avoid being secured, and he said 
he left to open a law office in Chicago. 

Frank L. Union, of Boston, was next called. He 
had hired a hall there to Guiteau, in which he de- 
livered a lectureon “Why are two-thirds of the 
race going to perdition.”” The prisoner had then 
sot outa programme, calling himself ‘The little 
giant from the west."’ He touched on Guiteau's 
eceentricities, and said thatin the course of the 
lecture he grabbed up his manuscript and ran for 
the door, apparently disgusted with himself. 

Puiberuased with the audience,’’ exclaimed 
Guitean. 

Contiauing, the witness said the audience noted 
unanimously that the lecturer was crazy, and he 
had to decline to let him have the use of the hall 
again for any crazy lectures. Guiteau had solemn- 
ly assured him that he belonged to the firm ef Je- 
sus Christ & Co, 4 

The cros-examination brought out the fact that 
the witness had been an actor, and that the usual 
audiences in his hall were of liberal tendencies. 
Guiteau'’s view were antagonistic to them, 

Mrs. Mary Lockwood, who keeps a boarding 
house in the city, said the ae wae had taken meals 
there forone month, beginning last March. She 
described his rude and unpolished behavior 
and his peculiar and » disagreeable 
manner of looking at persons while at her house.

The prisoner had replied that Mrs. Scoville was 
crazy and nothe, If:he was put in the asylum all 
would go well, 

The witness wenton tospeak of Guiteau’s mis- 
takes in farm work, when the prisoner suddenly 
interrupted and said: “We have had enough of 
this kind oftalk. That’sall there isaboutit. The 
fact is failing to get control of the Chicago Inter- 
Ocean. In i875 1 wentto farm work, beitigout of 
money. I went back to Chicago, and opened a law 
officeand didwell. I always did well when I 
stuck io law.”’ 

After a litile more of the same kind of testimony, 
Mr. »coville asked the witness if he thought (rui- 
teau insane, whenthe defendant broke out again 
with, *‘l object—he is not an expert.’ 

, The court then adjourned, at 3 o'clock, until Fri- 
aay. 


The Inaanity Ienue. 

WASHINGTON, November 23.—An expert on in- 
sanity, who has been culled by the defense in the 
Guiteau case, said this evening that he was deter- 
mined to keep outofany controversy with other 
scientific men who will be brought in. He said 
that four yeursago hehad examined Guiteau and 
had studied him as he was thien, and had madea 
mport to the efiect that the fellow was of unsound 
mind; that he was subject to mental exaltations 
which carried him oft from his base. The doctor 
said he had attended Guiteau’s father en 
his death bed, and that the father 
had a most remarkable and unusual mental ob- 
liquity on religions questions. The doctor further 
remarked that he knew of many experts on insaai- 
ty who have been requested by the government to 
appear for the prosecution, but who had intormed 
the government counsel that they could not declare 
it to be their opinion that Guiteau was not insane. 
The prospect is that the proceedings of the trial 
hereafter will be chiefly the battling of the experts. 
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FEDERAL FACT AND FICTION, 


All of Which May be Fither Belleved or Rejected. 


WASHINGTON, November 24.—The arrival in the 
city of ex-Attorney-General Taft and General Long- 
street has revived the rumors which associate their 
numes With positions in President Arthur's cabinet, 
and it is currently reported that both gentlemen 
have come to Washington to consult with. the presi- 
dent on this subject. Judge Taft, however, denies 
his presence has anything to do with the cabinet, 
and says that althouch he willcertaiuly pay his re- 
spects to President Arthur, the object of his visit to 
Washington is to attend to business iu the supreme 
court. General Longstreet also discredits the ru- 
mors by saying that all he knows abo@t becoming a 
member of the cabinet is what he reads in the 
newspapers, and that he visits Washington solely 
on Business with the departinent of justice concern- 
ing the affairs of his oflice as United states marshal 
of Georgia. 

——It is undersicod that Secretary Folger has 
of the treasury department, for the purpose of as- 
certalning at what premium the government can 
afford to purchase 4'4 and 4 per cent bonds, instead 
of calling in 3% per cent bonds, and at the 
sxine time protect the government from loss. 
This hus been done in view of the fact 
thatd', and 4 per cent bonds are not redeemable 
till 1891 and 1907 respectively. ifthe surplus rev- 
enues should enable the government to call in all 


‘the outstanding 3!, per cent bonds which will ecr- 


tainly occur previous to the time the next loan ma- 
tures, itis maintained that there will be no use for 
surplus revenues between the periods at 
which the continued 5 and 6 per cent bonds 
are redeemed, and the 4% per centand 4 per ceut 
bonds fall due. As to Secretary Folger’s programme 
relative to the outstanding 5 and 6 per cent con- 
tinued bonds, there appears to be good grounds for 
the sintement that unless some emergency arise, 
Mr. Windom’s policy of calling in the continued 
6's in preference to the contisued 5's will be fol- 
lowed, inasmuch as the 6 per cent loan is the oldest 
debt. 

——The comptroiler of the currency says that, 
judging from iuquiries contained in numerous let- 
ters received at his office, the impression seems to 
be quite general among those interested in the af- 
fairs of the Freedman’s savings and trust company, 
that that institution was under the supervisiou of 
his office previous to and at the time of 
its failure. To correct this erroucous 
impression the comptroller makes the following 
statement: Theinstitution wasconducted entirely 
independent of hisotlice. there wasa congressional 
investigailon of the assoviation, the result of which 
was the appointment of three commissioners, who 
were subsequently authorized to wind up its affairs, 
Tosave expense, the last congress passed a law 
placing the final closing of its affairs in the heuds 
of the comptroller, and is theonly connection of the 
comptroller’s office with that institution. 

——The @apital says it has private advices that 
lloward Carroll, a stati correspondent of the New 
York Times, isto be the private secretary of Arthur. 
He married the daughter of Congressman Starin, of 
New York, last spring. The Capital says: “Toa 
wide acquaiatance wita public men and a familiar 
knowledge of public aifairs, Moward Carroll joins 
the most faultless savior faire and the most exqui- 
site social tact. He is, in all respects, a thorough 
young man of the world, and commands at once re- 
spect for his intelleciual gifts and liking for his 
amiable nature from all whoknow him. The presi- 
dent could not find an abler ormore acceptable 
aid.’’ 

——Lieutenant Berry, searching the arctic 
steamer, Jeannette, writes October 16, that owing 
to the heavy sea he was unable to perfecta landing 
on the coast of Siberia and puta party of six under 
the command of Master Putnam, on an island near 
cape Serge, there to remain until the ice permits 
them being taken off. Putnam has provisions for 
mn year, and dogs anda sled, and a boat for explor- 
ing the coast to the westward in search of the 
Jeannette’s crew. 

——Secretary Folger characterizes as ‘‘guess 
work’? the reported contemplated important 
changes in the treasury department and says noth- 
ing whatever has been done in the direction of dis- 
placing Assistant Secretary Upton, now west, and 
that he (Folger) had no intimations from.

THE USUAL WAY 


IN WHICH CRIMEAND MISFORTUNE 
ARE LINKED TOGETHER. 


Rich but Unsympathetic, They Break Their Marriege 
Vows, and then Seek Mutual Release—A De. 
mented Old Soldier Finds Rest with a 
Case Knife—Some of Crime’s Capers 


New York, November 23. The tribunal of the 
Seine, Paris, rendered judgment, August 18, 1881, 
in a proceeding begun in the preeeding May by 
Matilde Stem against Edward Stem, director of the 
Municipal Gaslight company, of this city, fora tem- 
porary divorce, according to which she was granted 
a separation, the custody of the children of the 
marriage, and an allowance of 4,000 francs a month 
for eighteen months, and 6,000 franes for expenses 
in coming to America, provided she should begin 
within eighteen months a suit of absolute divorce 
in the courts of New York. Stem appeared by at- 
torney in the proceeding before the French tribu- 
nal, and the case excited much interest at the time 
in Paris, 

A tummons and complaint in a suit begun in the 
supreme court of New York by Stem against his 
wife fora limited divorce, oh the ground of aban- 
donment, and for the custody of the children, was 
received through the post by Mrs. Stem ten days af- 
ter she had her decree in the Paris suit. 

They lived happily together until about May 23, 
ISS1, when Mra, Stem left her husband's home at 
No. 18 Rue Bayard, Paris, taking her two childrea 
With her. Mr, Stem also asserts that his wite is not 
a fit person to have the custody of the children. 

Mrs. Stem putin an answerto the complaint, in 
which she says she left her husband's home on ac- 
count of bis cruel treaunent of her, and asserts that 
the divorce proceedings in Paris justified her con- 
tinuing to live apart from him,and also entitles her 
to the custody of the children. Mrs. Stein also be- 
gan a suita few weeks ago against her husband for 
ubsolute divorce and alimony, on the ground of in- 
tidelity, to the complaint in which Stem opposed an 
answer denying the charges. Mrs. Stem declares 
she has no means to support herself and children, 
and her husband is worth #1,000,000, and has an in- 
come of $100,000 a year. 

Stem offered to discontinue the suit brought by 
himselfand tendered to Mrs, Stem’s attorney the 
legal costs which had already accrued on it. Mrs. 
Stem refused to allow the suit to be discontinued 
without the payment, not only of the costs, but 
also a reasonable sum as counsel fee. Application 
to the court on both sides, 
oue for an order compelling Mr. Stem to pay coun- 
sel fees, und the other for permission to discontinue 


| the suit without so doing. 


The question was urgued to-day before Justice 
Donohue in the supreme court chambers, 
reversed the decision. At the same time 
an application Inade in behalf vl 
Stem for permission to visit the 
was heard, ‘his application was based on an afli- 
davit by Stem, in whieh he says it is uutrue, as in- 
mated by Mrs. stem'’s atturney, that he (Stem) 
mmade his visit to the children the occusion of vVio- 
lence or abuse, that several of his visits were made 
in theabsence of Mrs. Stem, and that on several 
other occasions Mrs. Stem insisted upon remaining 
in the room, taukiny offensive remarks tothe de- 
ponent although he requested to be left alone with 
the children. 

Mrs. Stein, in an affidavit in opposition to the 
motion, declares thatshe lett her husband's house 
and weut to live with her mother, being compelied 
to do so by the cruel, inhuman, wicked treatment 
experienced from her husband, which rendered her 
iife unsafe, and. on account of the knowledge she 
obtained of his numerous acts of intidelity with 
various women, bothin this country and Lurope, 
extending over most of their murried life.

NEw YORK, November 23.—A new stock exchange,

H. J. Jewett and others. The bankers of St. Louis, 
Chicago, Boston, Philadelphia, Louisville and other 
large cities are interested in the scheme, and it is 
said there are many more powerful nten back of the 
affiir, whose names at present cannot be ascer- 
tained. The capital stock is tixed at $5,000,000. 

The Times’ report says: Mr. Jay Gould has no 
been accorded thut treatment by the stock ex- 
change to which he believes himself entitled. 
More than once the governing committee of that 
institution has taken action unpleasant to him, 


and more than once, too, has the story been started 


of the likelihood of an opposition exchange, with 
Jay Gould at its head. Never till yesterday, how- 
ever, would he acknowledge that he was or could 
become in anywise interested in such a project, but 
the recent action of the governing committee in 
declining to recognize his 6 percent. Metropolitan

The 
New York stock exchange will not be bullied by 
him, and the soonerhe awakens to that fact, the 
better it will be for him.”’

The Prospects Gloomy for Any Hope of Peaee. 

LONDON, November 23.—The Times, in a leacing 
article, says: We are unwilling to relinquish the 
hopeof an improvement in Ireland, but we cannot 
close oureyes to the fact that the most recent evi- 
dence pointsin the opposite direction.

WASHINGTON, November 23.—Senor Elmore,—the 
Peruvian minister here, has received cable advices 
from Peru, informing him that President Calderon 
and Senor Galoaz, the minister of foreign affairs, 


had been arrested on orabout the 9th inst., by the 
Chilians, and taken to Suntiago, Chili. He was al- 
so informed in this dispatch that Minister Hurlbert 
would probably reeognize Vice President Monters 
as the constitutional successor of President 
Calderon. Senor Elmore suys that Minister Hurl- 
bert was instructed hy the state department, on No-

Itis 
operated by a turbine, so that the cost of motive is 
extreme ly small. It is situated on the Pigeon Roost 
orsSand Belt which regarded generally as the 
richest of this section. The mine is unusually well 
opened, The yield in 1879 was $30,000. The returns 
for 1880 had not been received at my visit, but the 
superintendent assured me that these figures 
were fully maintained. The Findley mine 
is also well opened and provided with am- 
ple mining ground to suppty its large mills, 
of which it has two, provided with 
fifty stampsinall. Its production is but little be- 
hind that of Pigeon Roost, but no statement could 
be furnished. Of the other smaller companies 
about one-half are in condition for effective work, 
notably the Cleveland, the Hightown, the Chicago 
and Georgia,the Troy and the Bart. Others have just 
commenced work, and nothing certain can be said 
respecting them. A very few are confessed failures, 
but there isa less proportion of this class than in 
other sections, 

In Dawson county a few mines are now opening, 
butthe work of production at present is confined 
to individual miners, who prosecute their work at 
times of leisure rather than as an exclusive busi 
ness, A similar statement may be made regarding 
Halland White counties. 

The Land mine, in the latter county, has been 
the most noted and one of the most proffic, but it 
is, at present, as reported to me, out of work and in 
litigatioga. 

The Lumsden mine has, during the year, yielded 
a large number of large and interesting specimens.

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ADDERHOLD'’S METHODS. 
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A Young Man Who Wins a Questionable Notoriety. 


Amoug those who have patronized the cala- 
boose is H.R. Adderhold, a young white man, 
who at one time was wellknown in Atlanta by his 
clerical connection with the legislature. 

The charges against Adderhold are of 
fold character and of a serious nature. 

On Saturday evening lasta negro man wentto 
John M. Hill & Co.’s house on Lecatur street and 
resented an order purporting to be signed by A. J. 
Foster, of Fairburn, for $2. Mr. Foster was well 
Mr. Hill, and order Was 
filed. Yesterday Mr. Foster 
1uppened to be in Atlanta, and among 
other places, visited Mr. Hill’s. While there 
the order was referred toand the fact thatit wasa 
forgery ascertained. se more Starnes was then 
called in and acquainted with the facts and fur- 
nished with a description of the negro man, who 
presented the forged paper. Aftera short search 
the negro was foundand arrested, but soon sue- 
ceeded in convincing the officer that he had been 
employed bya white man to take the order to 
Mr. Hill. This white man was found to be

after Adderhold’s incarceration, Dr, Stainback Wil- 
son appeared at the stationhouse and informed 
Captain Starnes that he wanted a man who had 
swindled him out ofa sum of money by represent- 
ing himself as the person authorized to distribute 
advertising bills in the exposition grounds. Inquiry 
developed the fact that Adderhold was the man and 
a second charge was-entered against him. 

Itappears from what facts can be gathered from 
various sources that Adderhold presented an order 
for five dollars, supposed to have been signed by 
Mr. A. J. Foster to 1. Cohen, of this city. on Satur- 
day evening, but was unable to get it 
eashed. He then hired‘ a negro man (to 
take the two dollar order Lo ti 
Hill & Co., which was paid. When the negro man 
returned with the money Adderhold gave him ten 
cents, and until just before his arrest was not seen 
by his dupe. A warrant charging him with forgery 
will be sworn out this morning by Mr. Foster. 

A ifiew days ago Adderhold went to Dr 
Wilson, and by the use of notes” signed 
by various exhibitors, caused the doctor to tsink 
that Director General Kimball had granted him 
the exclusive right to scatterand post bills in the 
ex posi lion grounds and thus secured the doctor's 
patronage anda sum of money, which causes the 
warrant charging him with obtaining money under 
false pretences. 

Adderhold, who is a young man of passable 
appearance, says that pe will De. apie 
to establish the fact that he is in no way responsible 
for or connected with the forgery ease. He claims 
an ability to prove that he was notin town during 
the day, Saturday. Asto the other charge he ad- 
mits having received the money from Dr. Wilson, 
but says that he has not had time to 
execute the contract. His life has been 
a varied one. At one time he was 
a Clerk to a legislative committee, and then as now 
it is said showed a decided ability for living upon 
the carnings of others. Helhauas been, in addition to 
legislative clerk, a bartender, a negro minstrel, a 
tenor singer, an advance agentfor Fannie May’s 
British blondes anda bill poster, with other avoca- 
tions to hear from.
